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Alps tragedy prompts precious reminder 


Had anybody looked 
through my wind¬ 
shield while sitting 
in the public parking 
lot behind the Henry 
County Local for about 
10 minutes after my 
arrival at work last 
Thursday, they would 
have seen me perplexed 
and stunned. 

I heard then for 
the first time over the 
radio how truly ter¬ 
rible the Germanwings 
plane crash in Europe 
that killed 150 people 
is. The horror goes 
beyond the death 
toll to disbelief about 
human behavior. 

Investigators believe 
that the co-pilot waited 
until his counterpart 
left the cockpit, locked 
the door and took sev¬ 
eral purposeful steps 
to make sure the plane

would slam into the 
Alps, including disen¬ 
gaging the autopilot 
and turning a dial to 
cause the airliner to 
descend. 

What really summed 
up the horror of those 
moments for me were 
the pilot’s entreaties 
to be let back into the 
cockpit escalating into 
screaming and pound¬ 
ing on the door while 
altitude alarms blared, 


as audible on the black 
box recording recov¬ 
ered by investigators. 

Though I have no 
direct connection with 
these events, I feel sad¬ 
dened at the fatal deci¬ 
sions apparently made 
by the co-pilot. 

To be given the 
responsibility over 
all those lives and to 
betray their trust so 
utterly, to cause so 
much pain, how any¬ 
one could even con¬ 
ceive of such an act is 
beyond fathoming. 

Already uncomfort¬ 
able in its similarity 
to the September 11, 
2001, attacks on the 
World Trade Center 
towers in New York 
and the Pentagon in 
suburban Washington, 
D.C., this incident 
recalls the fear that 


more zealots would 
use their mastery over 
machinery to turn their 
aircraft into weapons, 
though authorities 
conclude there’s no 
indication of terrorism 
here. 

In everyday life, we 
do not often encounter 
such deliberate wrong¬ 
doing. 

Bad things happen, 
but it usually comes 
from thoughtlessness. 

Sometimes, we take 
for granted our own 
responsibilities. Take, 
for example, the results 
from a study by the 
AAA Foundation for 
Traffic Safety that 
arrived in my inbox 
Thursday about dis¬ 
tracted driving being 
the number one killer 
of teens in the United 
States. 


“Researchers ana¬ 
lyzed the six seconds 
leading up to a crash in 
nearly 1,700 videos of 
teen drivers taken from 
in-vehicle event record¬ 
ers,” the news release 
said. “The results 
showed that distraction 
was a factor in 58 per¬ 
cent of all crashes stud¬ 
ied; including 89 per¬ 
cent of road-departure 
crashes and 76 percent 
of rear-end crashes. 

“Car crashes are 
the deadliest for teen 
drivers. In 2013, 
100,000 drivers ages 
16-19 were involved 
in police-reported 
crashes, causing nearly 
383,000 injuries and 
2,865 deaths.” 

It’s not fair to just 
single out the teens, 
when plenty of adults 
make poor decisions, 


such as driving when 
under the influence of 
alcohol or controlled 
substance. 

Still, I should be 
mindful not to dwell 
too much on the rare 
tragedy, when I can 
think of so many exam¬ 
ples of people using 
their time and talents 
for good. Oftentimes, 

I need look no further 
than firefighters, blood 
donors, support group 
organizers and Henry 
County Help Center 
volunteers, just to 
name a few. 

In the end, it’s a 
reminder to love fam¬ 
ily and friends and love 
life. We shouldn’t just 
concentrate on sense¬ 
less acts, but remember 
to aspire to bring out 
the best in ourselves.

Laws passed in final hours of legislative 


Historical, life-saving 
legislation was approved 
by the Kentucky General 
Assembly during the final 
hours of the 2015 Session. 
Senate Bill 192, a compre¬ 
hensive approach to sty¬ 
mie the scourge of heroin 
addiction in Kentucky, 
reached final passage 
after countless hours of 
bipartisan work through¬ 
out the session. In fact, 
this is the third year the 
Senate has led the charge 
on an anti-heroin bill. SB 
192 was signed into law 
Wednesday morning by 
Gov. Beshear and is now 
in effect due to an emer¬ 
gency clause. 

The anti-heroin bill will 
provide new tools to curb 
the drug’s deadly impact 
in our state. Penalties for 
dealing and trafficking 
increase to keep these 
criminals off the streets. 
Additionally, addicts will 
have more resources for 
treatment and diversion 
with an infusion of $10 
million to go toward reha¬ 
bilitation options. I pray 
this legislation will lessen 
access to heroin and more 
importantly, save lives.

Working well past 
midnight on the final 
day of the session, other 
critical measures were 
resolved through intense 
negotiations between the 
Senate and the House. We 
were able to reach agree¬ 
ment on stabilizing the 
road fund important to 
Kentucky’s infrastructure, 
and add a layer of protec¬ 
tion to victims of dating 
violence. 

To keep the road fund 
sound, the Senate and 
House agreed on House 
Bill 299, which sets a new 
minimum rate for the tax 
at 26 cents per gallon. 
That’s less than the cur¬ 


rent rate of 27.6 cents per 
gallon, but more than a 
rate of 22.5 cents, which 
was scheduled to take 
effect on April 1. Had we 
allowed the tax to drop 
to the scheduled level, 
our road fund would have 
taken a significant financial 
blow, which would have 
made it impossible to ful¬ 
fill commitments already 
made to state and local 
road projects. 

Senators answered a 
call to provide civil pro¬ 
tection from domestic 
violence, sexual abuse or 
stalking in the form of a 
protective order by giving 
final passage to House Bill 
8. The bill also stream¬ 
lines the process to obtain 
protective orders for 
other victims, and allows 
an order to be expunged 
from someone’s record if a 
judge dismisses the order. 

Currently, victims 
of dating violence in 
Kentucky must file crimi¬ 
nal charges against their 
partners in the hope of 
preventing ongoing abuse. 
Only victims who are mar¬ 
ried to, have a child with 
or live with their abusers 


can seek civil protection 
from dating violence or 
abuse, physical violence or 
stalking as specified under 
law. 

Combating heroin, 
resolving falling road fund 
revenue, and protecting 
victims of dating violence 
were the major bills that 
the Senate and House 
acted on in the final days 
of the session. However, 
other beneficial measures 
also were successful in the 
session’s final days: 

Child booster seats. 
House Bill 315 requires 
booster seats to be used in 
motor vehicles by children 
who are younger than 
eight years old and are 
between 40 and 57 inches 
in height. 

Ignition interlock. 

Senate Bill 133 expands 
the use of ignition inter¬ 
locks for people caught 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol. It supple¬ 
ments hardship licenses 
- special licenses allowing 
people with suspended 
licenses to drive to work, 
school and doctor’s 
appointments - with igni¬ 
tion interlocks. That’s a 


session 

device about the size of a 
mobile phone that is wired 
into the ignition system of 
a vehicle. A motorist must 
blow into the device in 
order to start the vehicle. 

Tax check-offs. 

Senate Bill 82 creates 
state income tax refund 
check-offs to support 
pediatric cancer research 
and Kentucky’s rape crisis 
centers. SB 82 originally 
focused solely on creating 
a tax check-off to support 
pediatric cancer research, 
but was amended to 
include a check-off for 
rape crisis centers. 

My colleagues and I 
will go back to our dis¬ 
tricts now and beginning 
in the summer, continue 
to meet and work on 
issues during the interim 
period and through joint 
committee meetings.

Almost all of the 
churches provide vol¬ 
unteers and most of 
the businesses in Henry 
County support the 
help center in some way, 
Durbin said. Scores of 
individuals work to pick 
up, transport, stock the 
shelves, distribute food 
Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday and provide 
emergency food assis¬ 
tance. 

“We opened six new 
distribution centers this 
year,” he said. “We fed 
over 15,000 people this 
year. We had the healthy 
cooking class. They had 
AA and A1 Alon over at 
the center. We started 
a reading and writing 
class on Monday and 
Thursday evenings. 

The involvement of 
all the churches. [The 
award presenter] said 
there’s been no stone 
left unturned to find 
resources. All the help 
we get in the county is 
what made it where we 
can win that award.” 

Business support¬ 
ers include Norm’s, 
Campbellsburg Food 
Mart, McDonald’s, 

CVS, Hometown Pizza, 
Eminence Apothecary, 
Affordable Signs, 
Southern States and 
more, he said. 

“Almost all of the 


local businesses around 
here help us one way 
or another,” Durbin 
said. “The people in the 
county, they can kind of 
count this as their award 
because they’re the ones 
helping make it happen.” 

It takes the participa¬ 
tion of many selfless vol¬ 
unteers to get that done, 
Durbin stressed. He gave 
credit to people like Ed 
and Ruth Rockwell, Bob 
and Rose Bertelkamp 
and David Combs for 
investing hundreds of 
hours and lots of energy 
to launch the Henry 
County Help Center. 

And on a continuing 
basis, volunteers like 
Ruth Rockwell search 
for the best deals and 
bargains to find supplies; 
Marla Armstrong found 
a great way to promote 
the help center by creat¬ 
ing a Facebook page; 

Ed Steinmetz orders 
food from Dare to Care 
weekly, does monthly 
reports to Dare to Care 
and does maintenance 
on the help build¬ 
ing; Dennis Yeary and 
Nancy Minyard keep the 
books and the financial 
records and sacrifice 
their Saturdays to unload 
food; Bob Brewer drives 
to Louisville to pick up 
food from Wal-Mart, 
accepts the Wednesday 
morning deliveries from 
Dare to Care and moves 
thousands of pounds 
of produce inside, usu¬ 
ally by himself; Harry 
Mitchell teaches the 
reading and writing 
classes; and many more. 


Altogether, the help 
center probably has 150 
full- and part-time vol¬ 
unteers — they are the 
ones who make the pro¬ 
gram a success, Durbin 
said. 

Since receiving the 
plaque, Durbin has been 
traveling around Henry 
County to share the 
credit with the help cen¬ 
ter’s many supporters. 

Pictures of the award 
with Durbin and the 
various partners have 
gone up on the group’s 
Facebook page. 

But, he added, the 
help center isn’t done 
with its community 
work yet. Organizers 
still want to create 


food distribution cen¬ 
ters in New Castle and 
Campbellsburg. Not 
only would that allow 
people to receive food 
aid in their own com¬ 
munities, it could also 
provide relief at the 
Eminence center when it 
comes to storing all the 
donations and the gen¬ 
eral lack of parking. 

Then there’s the con¬ 
tinual search for resourc¬ 
es to cover the cost of 
services. 

The $1,500 prize that 
came from the Dare to 
Care Agency of the Year 
Award will definitely 
help with that, he said. 

“Any way we can 
come up with resources, 


we’ll do it,” Durbin said. 

Showing how true that 
is, Durbin has agreed 
to a suggestion by Ruth 
Rockwell to cut his 
trademark beard and hair 
as another way to raise 
funds. 

The idea involves 
Durbin cutting his beard 
if a goal of $5,000 in 
donations is reached, 
plus his hair for another 
$5,000, he said. People 
can even take clippings, 
if they want. 

Dare to Care officials 
have held the Henry 
County Help Center up 
as the model program 
for rural communities. 

Dare to Care partners 
with 250 non-profits in 


13 counties in Kentucky 
and Indiana, noted Stan 
Siegwald, the regional 
food bank’s director of 
policy and planning, and 
the Henry County Help 
Center stands out among 
them. 

“I think there are 
many things that make 
them special,” he said. 
“The thing that stands 
out to me is the way 
they’ve involved the 
entire community. They 
are doing an incredible 
job in making sure peo¬ 
ple have access to aid. 
They’re just uniquely 
passionate and ener¬ 
getic.” 


HISTORY 
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his fellow magistrates on 
the fiscal court pursuing 
ideas that can positively 
impact the entire county 
is another goal. 

“Just to help the coun¬ 
ty get better and grow,” 
he said. “This is a really 
good county.” 

He’s cautious about 
what he can do as a 
magistrate — Timberlake 
doesn’t want to make 
any promises he can’t 
keep. After participating 
in three county meet¬ 
ings through March, he 
finds most of the respon¬ 
sibilities on fiscal court 
should be weighed with a 
healthy dose of common 
sense. 

Timberlake believes 
the reason he won the 
election last November 
basically boils down to 
how he gets along with 
others, not his race. 

Not everyone will get 
along with each other all 
the time or always sup¬ 
port the same ideas, but 
Timberlake likes how 
people can respectfully 
work together, despite 
any differences. 

“Here’s my theory: 
treat people like you 
want to be treated and 
that’s what I’m going to 
do,” he said. “I like to 
be treated nice, so I’m 
going to treat people 
nice. If a person can’t 
deal with that, I mean 
there’s nothing else I can 
do. As long as I’m fair 
and treat everybody the 
same — I’ve always done 
that and I’ve had a suc¬ 
cessful business by doing 
that. I’ve gotten along 
with people by doing 
that.” 

Timberlake feels that 
people get back what

they put into life and 
work. 

The issue of race has 
come up before in his 
work. A friend once told 
Timberlake he thought 
he had a successful auc¬ 
tion business simply 
because he’s “damn 
good” at it. 

Timberlake could 
remember when a man 
who worked with at-risk 
youth brought a group 
of them around to see 
him in his role as an auc¬ 
tioneer when he worked 


in Louisville at one of 
the largest cattle auctions 
east of the Mississippi. 
Afterward, several of the 
youth told Timberlake, 
after seeing what he had 
achieved, felt they could 
work hard and accom¬ 
plish what they wanted, 
too. 

“It’s good for some¬ 
body to do well regard¬ 
less of their race, color, 
gender or whatever,” 
Timberlake said. “I only 
look at a person inside 
their heart. I never 
looked at the color of 
their skin.” 

From Oldham County, 
Timberlake has lived 
in Henry County since 
1972 and has family in 
both places. After los¬ 
ing his mother when he 
was 11, Timberlake feels 
grateful that Waldo and 
Billie Clark took him 
under their wings and 
practically raised him. 

“I’ve just had a lot of 
people that’s been very 
good to me,” he said.

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A video explained that 
almost all electricity in 
Kentucky comes from 
steam-powered turbines, 
fueled by burning coal. 

Leaving home comput¬ 
ers and other appliances 
on isn’t the only way 
electricity can be lost, 
Captain Current told the 
audience. Sending energy 
over transmission lines 
can prove inefficient, 
which makes it even 
more important for peo¬ 
ple to use energy wisely. 

The children learned 
about the electricity grid 
and what happens when 
high usage causes utility 
companies to get power 
plants from far away to 
send energy over trans¬ 
mission lines to meet the 
demand. 

Captain Current 
illustrated the efficiency 
point by lining up about 
a dozen kids to act as a 


power line. To show the 
inefficiencies of standard 
electricity, he asked the 
children to pass along 
small yellow balls to 
simulate power transmis¬ 
sion, but then tossed the 
tennis ball-sized spheres 
at the first boy too fast 
for him to keep up with, 
leaving the student chas¬ 
ing the “electricity” 
around the gym floor. 

During a similar 
demonstration but this 
time with much larger 
balls representing high- 
voltage electricity and a 
more deliberate Captain 
Current carefully hand¬ 
ing out the metaphori¬ 
cal energy to the first 
student on the line, the 
children were able to 
keep up. Captain Current 
in this way stressed the 
point about how much 
more efficient and how 
much less loss the higher 
intensity distribution net¬ 
work has. 

With 20 percent of 
household bills being 
charged for appliances 


not even in use, children 
can cut down on energy 
demand by getting rid of 
energy vampires, Captain 
Current said. This is 
especially important dur¬ 
ing times of peak elec¬ 
tricity demand, like when 
the air conditioning is 
running in lots of houses 
at the same time during 
summer. Local power 
plants might not be able 
to cover all the demand 
and leads to brown outs, 
or quick interruptions in 
the energy flow. 

The presenter told 
the students one way 
to avoid brown outs 
involves running big 
energy users like dish¬ 
washers, washers and 
driers and heaters at the 
different times. 

For safety sake, 

Captain Current told 
the students to never 
overload electric out¬ 
lets, don’t play around 
downed power lines, 
avoid touching power 
lines with kites, ladders 
and other objects and 


always call before dig¬ 
ging as high voltage lines 
can be buried as well as 
overhead. 

After the schoolwide 
assembly, the energy 
team members stressed 
the energy lessons by 
playing games like fish¬ 
ing for energy tips and 
energy bingo, creating 
cheers about solar power, 
crafting a door hanger 
reminding people to turn 
out the lights and visiting 
with Louie the Lightning 
Bug. 

Teacher Becca Gilbert 
hoped the students could 
repeat on their energy 
efficiency award from last 
year, which took them 
to both the state and the 
nation’s capitols. 

Sponsored by National 
Energy Education 
Development, the New 
Castle team will once 
again submit an Energy 
Achievement Awards 
Project for awards con¬ 
sideration. 

“This year, since we 
are not rookies, we will 


be competing against 
teams with more expe¬ 
rience,” Gilbert said. 

“We have to show how 
our team’s goals were 
met and how student 
leadership impacted our 
school’s community in 
regards to energy educa¬ 
tion. Our project has to 
be student made, so we 
will be actively work¬ 
ing on showing off our 
efforts in an online pre¬ 
sentation.” 

The energy team stu¬ 
dents will attend a state 
awards ceremony and 
luncheon in April, she 
said. 

About the energy fair, 
team member and fourth 
grader Wyatt Hawkins- 
said he enjoyed learning 
about electricity genera¬ 
tion and solar energy. He 
also learned fun facts, 
such as sunflowers always 
turn towards the sun in 
summertime. 

Walking his fellow 
students through mak¬ 
ing the door hanger at 
the energy fair, Hawkins 


said he also enjoyed the 
energy team because he 
got to spend time with 
his friends. 

Fifth-grader and team 
member Elliot Raymer 
said she put in a lot of 
research in order to make 
her poster board presen¬ 
tation on solar energy 
and lighting. 

“It comes from the 
sun,” she said. “It’s 
renewable. It’s a really 
great type of energy. It’s 
not that expensive.” 

Also a member when 
the group won the two 
trips last year, Raymer 
said energy team is one 
of the best clubs she’s 
joined. Raymer believes 
in the message — saving 
electricity is important. 

“Today, I hope all 
these kids will take 
everything they learned 
and just share it with 
everyone,” Raymer said. 
“Share it so everybody 
knows about it... 'cause 
a lot of people don’t get 
taught to save energy this 
way.” 
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low and breathe. 

Like so many others, 
Robison took up the ice 
bucket challenge to raise 
awareness about the dis¬ 
ease. 

She found other ways 
to spread the word about 
ALS, too, such as hosting 
an educational event at 
Midway College, where 
she’s studying to become 
a registered nurse with 
the ultimate goal of 
being a certified nurse 
midwife. 

For the event, she 
made and displayed post¬ 
er boards defining ALS, 
telling about the disease’s 
signs and symptoms, the 
prognosis, the few treat¬ 
ment options and the 
history of ALS. 

More recently, 

Robison also signed up 
for the Walk to Defeat 


ALS in Louisville. 

Already a licensed 
practical nurse, Robison 
said there’s so little 
known about ALS, there 
was probably only one 
paragraph describing it in 
her nursing text. 

Robison can sum up 
her gut reaction to ALS 
in two words: “Death 
sentence.” 

It came as a shock 
when her mother was 
diagnosed in April 2013 
at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn. Cancer 
has struck in Robison’s 
family on several occa¬ 
sions. But while there’s 
hope for a cure with can¬ 
cer, a diagnosis of ALS is 
bleak for loved ones to 
hear. 

“Being a nurse, I’ve 
always understood that 
cancer is a very emo¬ 
tional disease for many 
people to deal with,” 
Robison said. “Cancer, 
if caught soon enough, 
is curable. ALS is, like I 


said, it’s just a death sen¬ 
tence.” 

The prognosis for 
those with ALS is liv¬ 
ing for two to five years 
while their autoimmune 
system attacks their own 
nerves, eventually caus¬ 
ing muscles and organs 
to die. 

“You can do physical 
therapy, but that’s really 
not going to help at all,” 
she said. “There’s one 
medication — it’s called 
Rilutek and it’s only 
guaranteed to add three 
months onto your life.” 

Robison helped her 
father give her mother 
the best quality of life 
possible after the diagno¬ 
sis, all the while trying to 
find ways to stay on track 
in her education and 
cope herself. 

“I think I just kind of 
became numb because, 
at that point, you just 
know there’s no hope,” 
she said. 

Since April 2013, 


Robison has heard about 
many other people — 
probably 50 — who also 
had loved ones stricken 
by ALS. 

“You hardly ever hear 
about [ALS] until you 
either have somebody 
in your family that’s had 
it or your close friend 
that’s had it .. .and then 
you start to realize it’s 
not quite as rare as you 
thought,” Robison said. 

One day, Robison 
received a call from a 
former co-worker who 
explained that her moth¬ 
er had gotten the fateful 
news that she had been 
diagnosed with ALS. 

The nurse asked 
Robison how she learned 
to cope having a loved 
one with ALS or if she’d 
ever had any help with it. 

Robison didn’t have 
any help, but she can see 
helping others having the 
same experience with the 
disease. 

“So, I’ve been meeting 


up with her, communi¬ 
cating with her, trying 
to help her find healthy 
ways to cope,” Robison 
said. “I’ve kind of been 
of thinking about start¬ 
ing a kind of program to 
outreach to those who 
have people they care 
about suffering from 
ALS.” 

She can envision 
gatherings where family 
members, caregivers and 
others connect and talk 
and vent, tell their stories 
and share their hopes and 
fears with each other. 

“People just don’t 
know, typically, how to 
cope with the anticipa¬ 
tion of that kind of loss,” 
Robison said. “Then, 
there’s all kind of vices 
out there that are not 
healthy for people to 
turn to. I just feel like if 
they had someone to talk 
to that understood what 
they’re going through, it 
would be healthy and it 
would help.” 


Besides the fellowship, 
such a group could also 
take on events to raise 
awareness and participate 
in walks and other activi¬ 
ties. 

Robison would like 
to find out if there are 
others in and around 
Henry County who 
would be interested in 
pursuing this idea. If so,

“Seeing someone, 
especially my mother, go 
through such a debilitat¬ 
ing disease and being 
taken away from me so 
quickly, it really gives you 
a different perspective on 
life and death,” Robison 
said.

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Eminence named District of Distinction

In 2012, Eminence 
Independent Schools 
faced declining enroll¬ 
ment, had unmet prog¬ 
ress goals from the state 
and only 39 percent of 
its seniors were graduat¬ 
ing as college or career 
ready. 

Fast-forward to 2014 
and Eminence became 
the first district in the 
state to reach 100 per¬ 
cent on that same bench¬ 
mark. The district also 
went from not meeting 
Annual Yearly Progress 
(AYP) to being in the 
top 5 percent in the 
state and enrollment has 
grown by 40 percent in 
the past three years. 

Success like that does 
not go unnoticed and 
EIS was recently named 
a 2015 District of 
Distinction by District 
Administration magazine. 
Eminence was one of 62 
districts nationwide to 
earn the recognition and 
only one of six districts 
to be a featured hon- 
oree in the recognition 


program. Eminence was 
recognized under the 
category of career and 
college readiness. Other 
categories included pub¬ 
lic /private partnerships, 
literacy, bring your own 
device or other district¬ 
wide technology initia¬ 
tive, graduation rate, 
strategic planning, global 
learning, health and well¬ 
ness, personalized or 
individualized learning, 
serving students with 
special needs, school cli¬ 
mate, blended or online 
learning and innovative 
building design or phi¬ 
losophy, among others. 

Districts of Distinction 
is a national program 
created by District 
Administration magazine 
to “honor school districts 
that are leading the way 
with new ideas that work, 
with an emphasis on rec¬ 
ognizing established ini¬ 
tiatives that are yielding 
quantifiable benefits that 
could be replicated by 
other districts,” accord¬ 
ing to the magazine. 

The honor carries spe¬ 
cial significance for the 
district. 

“This one is a national 


recognition from District 
Administration magazine, 
the premier authority on 
district leadership,” EIS 
Superintendent Buddy 
Berry said. “For the 
district to receive recog¬ 
nition on this level is a 
big deal. It carries a little 
more weight. We’re really 
proud of it.” 

Entrenched in a tra¬ 
ditional style of instruc¬ 
tion with only two 
mobile devices and 
no advanced place¬ 
ment or honors classes, 
Berry launched School 
on FIRE (Framework 
of Innovation for 
Re-inventing Education) 
in 2012, which had its 
foundations in student 
input regarding ideal 
learning situations and 
experiences. 

The turnaround has 
been fast and quite 
remarkable and Berry 
attributes the district’s 
improvements to stu¬ 
dents and staff and “cou¬ 
rageous board leader¬ 
ship.” 

“I think we have the 
best, hardest work¬ 
ing staff in the state of 
Kentucky,” Berry said. 


“To have your peers vali¬ 
date what you’re doing 
on not just a local level, 
but a national level, is an 
honor. It validates the 
work of a lot of people. 
We’re asking our teachers 
to do things they haven’t 
done before, to do the 
extra training and make 
the extra commitment. 
For them to be honored 
for their work is really 
rewarding.” 

And while the district 
enjoys the honor, Berry 
said it’s “not about the 
accolades but about stu¬ 
dent achievement,” and 
although they have made 
incredible progress, there 
is still more to do. 

“We feel like we’re 
just getting started,” 
Berry said. “One thing 
about innovation is that 
it breeds innovation. 

We want to continue to 
push the envelope into 
new horizons, new ter¬ 
ritory to provide the 
best instruction possible 
to each and every stu¬ 
dent. We don’t see it as 
that we’ve arrived, but 
that we’re on the right 
track.”

Education, “outline the

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grams of the modern era 
while Kentucky can lay 
claim to being elite all 
the way back to almost 
the beginning of college 
basketball. 

It wasn’t easy for the 
Big Blue. As I mentioned 
in a previous column, the 
Fighting Irish of Notre 
Dame were a scary team 
with their great passing 
and offensively talented 
starting five. But in the 
end the Wildcats found a 
way to keep the dream of 
a perfect season intact. 

Meanwhile, Gonzaga 
let us all down by allow¬ 
ing you know who to 
have their way in the sec¬ 
ond half. I think almost 
everyone in Kentucky 
was rooting for the Zags 
but, once again, in the 
end they did not have 
the defensive prowess to 
hang with a traditional 
power. 

I have not been 
sold on the team from 
Durham, North Carolina 


all season. For most of 
the year they looked to 
be weak defensively, but 
then they went out and 
stifled one of the best 
offenses in the country 
on Sunday afternoon to 
make it to another Final 
Four. 

Here’s hoping that 
Gonzaga’s inability to 
score had more to do 
with them not being 
able to handle the big 
stage than it is down to 
you know who suddenly 
being able to play lock- 
down defense. 

I think there is still 
some doubt there. They 
played three offensively 
challenged teams in the 
first three rounds of the 
tournament, so holding 
those teams under 60 
points is not remark¬ 
able. But if the defense 
was legitimate against 
Gonzaga, then the rest 
of the Final Four has 
something to worry 
about. 

As for Kentucky, they 
have another testing 
game with the Badgers. 
Wisconsin has talented 
big men who can almost 
match the Wildcats’ 


inside size - at least in 
the starting five if not 
in depth. While their 
guards are not as athleti¬ 
cally gifted as Kentucky’s 
guards, they are tough 
and disciplined and will 
be tough to turn over. 
And every player on the 
Badgers roster can knock 
down open 3-pointers. 

I don’t see any way 
possible that this game 
will be easy for the Cats 
but I do think in the end 
their superior depth and 
athleticism will leave the 
Badgers one or two ago¬ 
nizing points from the 
championship game once 
again. 

McManis leads Henry 
Hoopa 

Kevin McManis’ brack¬ 
et is spot on. He picked 
all of the Elite Eight 
teams and all of the Final 
Four teams. 

But Carl Ruble is 
hanging tough.
